;^W^H^RfeAS the kiver trent, at a PlMe called i%e Vfper /Tear^ in 
the Parish of jlvmrham^ and about Two Miles above the Town of Newark 
upon Trenff in the Cotinty of Noitinghamy is separated into Two Branches pr^mUs^ 
or Channels, One of which runs by the said Town of Newark^ and the other 
by or near the Villages of Jverham^ Kelkamy and South Muskmrnj in the 
said County o( NotUngham^ and the said Two Branches or Channe^'inee^ 
and are again united at a Place called TT^ Crankley$^ lying in the said 
Parish of Smith Mtiskham, at the Distance of about Two Miles below the 
TowiS^ Newark aforesaid t 

And Whereas the said. Town of Newark is possessed of a considerable 

Trade for Com, Wool, Coals, and ^her Merchandize, and the said Branch 

.. of the River TVent which runs by the said .Town might, by improving the >;^ 

Channel thereof, and by making proper Cuts and other Works^ be rendered 

navigable at all Seasons o£|be Year, and a more regiilair Intercourse of 

ifTrade would thereby be opened between the several Towns and other 4 

^ populous Places in the said County of NottinghKm^ and in the Counties of 

' York^ Lincoln^ Derby, and Stt^ord, as well to the Advantage of the Traders^ 
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Commission-

Three Weeks after Passing of this Act at the King*s Ball, in Newark upon ^"^^"^^ 
Trent aforesaid^ and shall then proceed to the Execution of the Powers 
giyento them in and by this Act; and the $aid Commissioners, or any 
Sef en or more of U^ern, shall hold One general Meeting on the First 
Thursday in May in every Year in the said Town of Newark upon Trent ; 
i^d the said CommissionerSii or any Seven or more of them assembled at 
ilfich Fir^t or any subsequeAt Meeting may from time to time adjourn and 
hold their Meetings at sjiqb Time or Tioies, Place or Places, being within 
the said Town of Neipt^k upon Trent, or within the Distance of Seven 
l\lf lies from the said 'Navig(itiQn> as they or any Five or more of ihem shall 
think most convenient for putting the Powers given to them in and by this 
Act in Execution ; and if at any Time ^ sufficient Number of Commissionera

And be it further enacted^ by the Authority ^resaid. That upon the 
Death or Refusal to act of any Commissioner hereby appointed or hereafter 
to be elected, the surviving or remaining Commissioners, or any Seven or 
more of them, shall and may from time to time elect One other Commis- 
sioner in the Room of every such Commissioner deceased or refusing to act; 
and every Person so elected shall have the same Authority as if he had been 
named a Commissioner in this Act, Teh Days Noti<;e being first given as 
herefn before-directed of a Meeting to be held for the Purpose of electing

And be it further enacted^ by the Authority aforesaid. That no Person 
shall act as a Commissioner in the Execution of any of the Powers hereby 
granted, unless he shall be iii his own Right or in Right of his Wife in the 
actual Possession add Ehjoymehi or Receipt of the Rents and Profits of 
Lands, Tenements, Oi^ other HereditiLments of the yearly Value of Forty 
Pounds above Reprizes, or be possessed of or intitled unto a personal Estate 
to the Amount or Value of One thousand Pounds (after Payment of Debts); 
and if any Person not being so qualified shall act as a Commissioner in the 
Execution of this Act^ every such Person shall for every such Offence 
forfeit the Sum of One hundred Pounds to any Person or Persons who will 
sue for the same, to be Recovered With double Costs of Suit by Action of 
J>ebt, Bill, Plaint, or Information in any of his Majesty's Courts of Record 
at H^eitminster, in which no Essoign, Protection, Wager of Law, or more 
than One Imparlance, shall be allowed ; and the Person so prosecuted shall 
prove that he is qualified as above, or otherwise shall pay jthe said Sum of 
One hundred Poiinds^ without any other Proof on the Part of the Prosecutor 
than that such Person has acted iU9 a Commissioner in the Execution of 
this act.

Provided always, and be it enacted, by the Authority aforesaid. That if 
any Commissioner shall act in the Execution of this Act, or any of the 
Powers herein contained, where he is any-ways eondemed in the Matter in 
Question, every such Commissioner shall for every such Offence forfeit the 
Sum of Fifty Pounds to any Person or Persons who will sue for the same; 
to be recovered in the same Manner and with' like Costs of Suit as the 
Pentflty for acting as a Commissioner in the Execution of this Act, not 
having the Qualification herein appointed for a Commissioner, may be re- 
covered ; any Thing in this Act contained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it further enacted, by the Authority afi>resaid, That all and every 
Person and Persons constituted and appouited a Commissioner or Commis* 
sioners by virtue or in pursuance of thiss Act, before he and they take upon 
himself or themselves to act as a Commissioner or Commissioners (other 
than administering the following Oath to one another^ which they or any

or more of them^ shall be and they are hereby impowered from time to g**** appoint 
time, by Writing un(ler their Han()s and Seals, to appoint such Collector or 
Collectors of the Rates or Duties herein after-mentioned, and also such

or any Seven or more of them, are hereby authorized to discharge such 
Treasurer or Treasurers of all such Monies as he or they, snail have truly 
accounted for; and the said Commissioners, or any Seven or more of them, 
shall also at such Time or Times as they shall think proper summon before 
them, and if they think fit examine upon Oath (which Oath, as also the

Papers in their Custody relating to the Execution of this Act; and in case 
any such Treasurer, Collector, Clerk, or other Officer or Person shall be 
found in Arrear, or refuse to account or to pay the Money remaining in his 
Hands, or refuse to verify, the Account ujion Oath if thereunto required, 
according to the Directions of the said Commissioners, or any Seven or more 
of them; or if any such Officer or Person shall not deliver such Books or 
Papers in his Custody as aforesaid, in every such Case it shall be lawful for 
any One Justice of the Peace for the County or Place wherein such Officer ' 
or Person shall be or reside to make Enquiry into such Default, either by 
the Confession of the Party, or by the Testimony of any credible Witness 
upon Oath (which Oath such Justice is hereby impowered and required to 
'administer) and if any such Officer or Person shall be convicted of any of 
' the Offijnces aforesaid, such Justice shall and he is hereby impowered, by 
Warrant under his Hand and Seal, to commit every such Officer and Person 
to the common Gaol or House of Correction of such County or Place, there 
to remain without Bail or Mainprize until he shall have made a true 
Account and Payment, and delivered such Books and Papers as aforesaid, 
or compounded with or satisfied the said Commissioners, or any Seven or 
more of them ; which Composition the said Commissionen, or any Seven or 
more of them, are hereby impowered to make.
